Janesville mill men have lost a good 
many hundred dollars because of the 
low water this season, and are there 
fore much interested in the outcome 
of a new plan that has been proposed 
for the disposition of 
the Hcricon 
marsh, and said to be hacked by the 
owners of water power 
along Rock 
river. 
The power of the Rock river has de­ 
teriorated quite as much during the 
past summer as that of the Fox river 
and even more so. 
What Lake Win­ 
nebago has been to the Fox river, 
Horicon marsh or Horicon lake, as it 
used to be termed, is to Rock river. 
But the marsh has no big feeders like 
the upper Fox and the W’olf, and for 
the past two seasons the water has 
been lowering steadily, until at the 
present time there is scarcely enough 
water in places, to float the lightest 
skiff. 
Two Ideas In Conll'ct. 
Years ago there was a big dam at 
the mouth of the lake and in those 
days water power men on the Rock 
river complained of an insufficient 
bead of water. The water power men 
came to the front a few days ago with 
a plan to build a newer aud bigger 
dam and convert the marsh into a big 
reservoir. 
The spring 
rains will 
easily fill the marsh 
and keep 
full 
until fall, and then the water is to be 
let down the river as wanted. 
The plan would undoubtedly result 
most advantageously to 
the indus­ 
tries clong the Rock river, but while 
active preparations are being made 
to carry 
the 
dam project through 
another plan 
is 
being 
quietly 
pushed in Chicago having for its pur­ 
pose exactly the opposite aim of the 
water-power men. 
it is tho plan to 
build a drainage system and drain off 
what little water is left in the marsh 
and in this way reclaim thousands of 
acres of laud. 
One of the parties 
most interested in the scheme is a Mr 
Henderson. 
At the present time Mr. 
Henderson has a suit pending in ti a 
United States court in which he seeks 
to have the decree of Judge Jenkins, 
on which the marsh was sold, set 
aside. 
Mr. Henderson's claims at­ 
tacks the titles to part of the marsh 
before the decree was entered, and he 
lays claim to ownership of a full one-

he had arrested her himfelf some years 
ago, and laughed at her talk. 
When 
she was turned loose, she threatened 
to sue the chief for illegal imprison­ 
ment, bub she didn’t do it, and for a 
good reason—her criminal record is 
about half a mile long. 
Mrs. Kanley’s real name is Mrs. 
William Seeley, aud she is the di­ 
vorced wife of William Seeley, a cat­ 
tle buyer for Swift & Co., packers, at 
Kansas City. 
At one time she and 
her husband lived in elegant style, 
and Mrs. Seeley’s receptions at her 
handscme home on Penn street were 
attended by the elite of Kansas City. 
The husband secured a divorce and 
Mrs. Seeley came to Chicago. 
The first heard of her in that city 
was in February, 1801, when Ehe was 
arrested at the instance of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil­ 
dren. 
At th at time she was 
ing w hat she was pleased to 
Bethany Home, at 1026 West 
street. 
She was arrested for 
children out in the street to 
was fined $300. 
She then left Chicago, but in Jan ­ 
uary, 1892, returned and was again 
arrested in th at city for soliciting 
money for the Bethany Home. 
Six 
indictments were returned 
against 
her, but they were dismissed at the 
request of the Woman’s League, 
Mrs. 
Seeley is about fifty-five years old and 
can charm money out of anybody who 
will listen to her. 
H a s C o llected 9 2 0 ,0 0 0 . 
She is known to the police of several 
large cities as the most successful 
woman swindler in the country. 
It is 
believed th at in the last five years 
Mrs. Seeley has collected upward of 
$20,000 from charitably disposed per­ 
sons, and she has been the sole bene 
ficiary. 
There can be no mistake about her 
identity, the Chicago papers say, as a 
number of the police have seen her 
and she is recognized by them. Among 
others who identified her was Detec­ 
tive Andy Rohan. 
He remembers her 
as the woman who two years ago, un­ 
der the name of Kenney, rented three 
houses on Prairie avenue, between 
Twenty-fourth 
and 
Twenty-fifth 
streets, and cutting through the walls 
which joined them, made a mansion, 
calling it the Hoffman house. 
She 
fitted it up with valuable furniture 
bought on the installment plan, se­ 
cured a number of good boarders, 
collected all the money she could, pay 
ing out none, and was reaping a har­ 
vest of money when arrested. 
She is further known to have col

Bat Masterson 
was

destinies of Dodge that Bassett was 
called on to shoot—a ceremony wherein 
he was always careful to aim low, with 
gratifying results. 
When Luke Short 
— who afterward killed Jim Court- 
wi'ight, a Texas desperado—was run 
out of Dodge, Bassett was the first man 
he came to in seeking help to put him 
back. 
Having secured Bassett, Luke 
Short gathered about him an array 
which had a record for cool nerve and 
quick, sure work with a Colt’s pistol 
that would be hard to duplicate. Short 
vas escorted back to Dodge by Bassett, 
Bat Masterson, Wyatt Earp, Bill Earpi 
Virgil Earp, Doc Holliday, Curly Bill, 
Shotgun Collins and others, who, as 
stark, 
indomitable fighters, had as 
much fame in their country as ever had 
?he Black Douglass or Bruce or Wal­ 
lace in his. But as to the solemn reti­ 
cence of those killers when touched on 
as to their bloody deeds: Bassett is and 
has been for years, the manager of a 
resort 
in 
Kansas City. 
One winter 
night Bassett and several others were 
standing near the big stove, drinking 
/md defying the weather. The talk had 
drifted to the winter days of Dodge 
City, when Jack Nuckols suddenly 
-spoke up with: 
“By the way, Charlie, you killed sev­ 
eral men at Dodge City, didn’t you?” 
A look of pain and uneasiness came 
across Bassett’s face like a cloud. He 
was staggered and worried and showed 
it. 
A profound silence fell upon the 
several men present and Nuckols be­ 
gan to grow embarrassed. For full half 
a minute Bassett looked at the ques­ 
tioner without saying a word. 
Then, 
as if a thought had come to him that 
he knew he was safe to act on, he 
helped himself to a drink of whisky all 
alone. When he returned he backed up 
to the stove, and, surveying Nuckols, 
said, in a mild, inquiring tone:
